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Former Andover 
superintendent takes a job 
with Lawrence schools

Ken Seifert, former superin- 
tendent of Andover’s public 
schools, was hired by the 
Lawrence School Committee 
Tuesday night and was on the job 
the next morning, 

Dr. Seifert, who lives at 16 Ivy 
Lane, retired from the Andover 
school system in 1990 after 22 
years as superintendent. 

He was hired as a consultant 
to help the Lawrence schools 
develop and implement a new 
teacher-training program, track 
student skills and develop a pro- 
gram to ensure that students in 
different schools are taught the 
same lessons, 

Dr. Seifert was given a two- 
year contract and. will be paid 
$48,000 a year. Before Dr. Seifert 
was hired by the Lawrence 
school system, he was the super- 
intendent of the Somersworth- 
Rollingsford, N.H., schools for 
about one year. 


Dr. Seifert’s charge 

The Lawrence School Commit- 
tee also approved a new teachers’ 
contract Tuesday night. It calls 
for each teacher to spend an addi- 
tional 18 hours each year on staff 


development. Dr. Seifert will 
oversee those programs. 

“We want Ken to diagnose the 
problems that we have and 
where they are and then pull peo- 
ple together and set up a program 
to solve them,” said Lawrence 
Superintendent James Scully . 

Dr. Seifert said he plans to cre- 
ate a mentorship training pro- 
gram for first-, second- and third- 
year teachers. Junior teachers 
will be paired with more experi- 
enced teachers in the staff devel- 
opment programs, he said. 

Dr. Seifert said he has also 
been asked to evaluate the conti- 
nuity of skills that are taught in 
Lawrence in kindergarten 
through grade 12 classes. 

Lawrence Superintendent 
James Scully said he wants to 
ensure that students are taught 


and have mastered the same - 


lessons at each grade level, 
regardless of which school they 
attend. 

He said the administration’s 
goal is to have each student who 
“graduates from Lawrence High 
School ... to be able to compete for 
a job at Raytheon on an equal 
playing field as a student from 
Andover,”

The changes constitute a “change of use,” 
according to planners, and as such, Mr. Val- 


continued to June 22 to give Mr. Valhouli 
time to find alternative parking spaces, 
according to Stephen Colyer, director of 
planning. 

“To allow them time to negotiate at least 
the employee spaces,” Mr. Colyer said. 

Mr. Valhouli apparently is trying to lease 
spaces in the 20-car lot at the end of Post 
Office Avenue, according to Mr. Colyer. 

Also in April, David Kiu, new owner of the 
former Lane’s End property at 36-42 Park St., 
petitioned the Planning Board for a reduc- 
tion in his parking requirements so he can 
have 20 seats in Peking Garden of Andover, a 
primarily take-out Chinese-food restaurant 
he wants to open in that building.

OF PRIMARY CONCERN 

Ifa primary tooth fails to fall out (exfoliate) in due course, it can 
cause as much problem as a tooth that falls out prematurely. A 
so-called overretained tooth may well hinder the eruption of a 
succeeding permanent tooth. It may also cause the permanent 
tooth to emerge out of its proper place. Overretention may be due 
to one or more primary roots that fail to resorb (shrink) properly, 
or it may be that the roots of the primary tooth have become 
ankylosed (fused to the jaw). In some cases, a tooth becomes 
impacted (wedged) between one or more adjacent teeth and is 
kept from falling out. Whatever the cause, a primary tooth that 
overextends its stay should be brought to the dentist's attention.

Pediatrician William O'Reilly is closing his local practice

wall of photos include toddler shots, 
ballerinas, high school graduations 
and at least one wedding photo. But to 
him they are all his kids, 

When he goes to a parade in town 
loads of people say hello to him, many 
of whom he does not recognize because 
they’ve grown up. Thankfully, most of 
them begin by introducing themselves 
and saying, “You probably don’t recog- 
nize me but ...” 

Born in Lawrence, Dr. O'Reilly grad- 
uated from George Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School and did his 
internship and residency in George- 
town and Washington, D.C., before 
opening his pediatrics practice in 
Andover in 1959. 

“I was the first pediatrician to come 
to Andover,” he said. 

Dr. Richard Katz opened a practice 
here in 1963. And Andover now also 
has Dr. Bob Nelken and Dr. Kathy 
Devaney to take up the slack when Dr. 
O'Reilly moves on. 

“All of them damn good pediatri- 
cians,” Dr. O'Reilly allowed. 


Changing practice 
The medical business has seen 
many changes in the last 34 years, and 
some of those changes helped push Dr. 
O'Reilly out of private practice. 

“Certainly the mechanism of office 
practice has changed,” he said. 

The paperwork involved in getting 
payments from insurance companies 
has changed the atmosphere of the 
small doctor’s office and is a task he 
won't miss. 

“It used to be one-on-one. Now you 
deal with the insurance companies all 
the time, which sometimes makes it 
really impersonal,” the doctor said. 
“It’s time to move on. To get away from 
the morass of paperwork.” 

His office was always different from 
the morass-of-paperwork image. 

“It’s a very homey office. Here my 
staff has been with me for a long time. 
And we know our patients well. It’s 
like the old time family doctor,” he 
said. “Medicine is changing. The one- 
man practice is becoming a thing of the 
past.” 

But not all changes are bad. 

The technology available now is “a 
lot more sophisticated,” and there are 
very few cases of measles, German 
measles or mumps now because of 
“very good immunization” programs. 

“Every once in a while you will get 
an outbreak because people were not 
getting the shots for one reason or 
another,” the doctor said. 


But smallpox has been eradicated. 

He remembers the local doctors and 
nurses volunteering to give vaccina- 
tions in the junior high schools, “much 
to the chagrin” of the long lines of stu- 
dents.

All year long, students at South Ele- 
mentary School have written, edited, 
rewritten and read their stories aloud 
to their fellow students. Tuesday night 
every student in grades one through 
five — more than 400 students — read 
their stories to their parents and 
schoolmates at Authors’ Night. 

For the past five years, students 
have participated in this annual event. 
According to Steve Jankauskas, a 
fourth-grade teacher, Author’s Night is 
the best-attended function of the year 
at South. The evening was divided 
according to grade level so parents 
with children in more than one grade 
had an opportunity to hear each child’s 
reading. 


Examples of some students’ work 

First-grader Allison Abreu wrote a 
short story for Valentine’s Day earlier 
this year. Allison’s story was about all 
kinds of hearts. 

Heather Ashton, a second-grader, 
wrote a story about flying on a plane to 
California and her trip to Sea World 
and Mexico. She thought it was funny 
that shoppers out west don’t have to 
wear shoes when they go into stores. 

Michael Reed, a third-grader, wrote 
about how scary it is to go the dentist. 
In his story, Michael wondered what 
other uses the dentist may have for all 
the gadgets in his office and who or 
what is behind the mask? 

Fourth-grade author Pawan Desh- 
pande wrote a story from his father’s 
car’s point of view. His story, “How I 
became a Spirit,” is about the accident 
the car was in. He wrote that the car 
cried tears (dripping oil) when it was 
hurt. 

Michael Tonelli, a fifth-grader and a 
baseball enthusiast, wrote about the 
first hit he had in the town’s baseball 
league. His hit drove in two runs that 
won the game! 

About the writing program 

The school’s writing initiative 
began more than seven years ago, said 
Mr. Jankauskas, under the tutelage of 
then Principal Jade Reitman. For three 
years, South teachers were trained 
how to teach process writing to ele- 
mentary-age students. About five years 
ago, the program was fully implement- 
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Teaching children to enjoy reading and writing 


ed in all the grades. 
How it all works 

The process includes having chil- 
dren write about their own life experi- 
ences, edit their own work and help 
classmates perfect their stories, said 
Mr. Jankauskas. 

“Writing stories about their own 
lives is the vast majority of what the 
students do. That’s because they can do 
a better job describing events and their 
feelings,” he said. 

After a first draft is completed, stu- 
dents meet with their classmates, 
teachers and parent volunteers to read 
their stories aloud and talk about ways 
to improve the story. Students are 
asked questions about clarity and word 
choice. Teachers work with the groups 
to help make the question and answer 
sessions productive, not meetings full 
of criticism. 

“A large component of the program 
is proof-reading and editing. In this 
way students learn to expand their 
vocabularies and use language in 
more interesting ways,” Mr. 
Jankauskas said. 

Before process writing began at 
South, Mr. Jankauskas said writing 
projects were “as much of a chore for 
(teachers) as they were for students.” 
As students learn about the writing 
process, they receive more enjoyment 
from start to finish, he said. 

Each student chose the selection she 
read Tuesday night from a writing fold- 
er that holds each student’s work done 
throughout the year. Students then 
met with their teacher to make sure 
the work was the best choice to repre- 
sent the progress each has made dur- 
ing the year. 

“Some of the students have written 
seven-page stories. So, what I have 
done is help them select a portion of 
the stories they chose,” Mr. 
Jankauskas said. Each reading was 
limited to about three minutes, he said. 

The process-writing program has 
helped students and teachers in other 
curriculum areas besides language 
arts, Mr. Jankauskas said. The pro- 
gram has taught students the skills to 
express themselves and now they apply 
those skills to the different subject 
areas, he said. 

Authors’ Night reflected the enjoy-

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School Committee roundup 


News on enrollment projections, retirements, renovations

The School Committee dealt 
with a varied agenda at its Tues- 
day night meeting, including 
enrollments projections for the 


1993-94 school year, several 
retirement applications from 
veteran teachers, a list of reno- 
vations totaling $200,000, and the 
superintendent's job evaluation 
for this school year. 


The committee also discussed 
education specifications for the 
elementary building program, 
but did not get further than dis- 
cussing the appropriate sizes for 
art and music rooms at the 
South School, where the commit- 
tee hopes to build additional 
classrooms. 


Enrollment 

The total population of 
Andover’s public schools is 
expected to grow next year by 
about 60 students, to reach the 
5,000-plus mark. This school year 
the system enrolled 4,982 
students. 

The numbers are expected to 
change as students exit and 
enter during the summer break. 
Administrators said they would 
update the enrollment projec- 
tions in July and report back to 
the committee then. 

According to mid-May enroll- 
ment figures, small increases are 
expected in the two middle 


schools and at the High School, 
and the elementary population 
should remain steady. 

The overall kindergarten pop- 
ulation is expected to remain 
steady. But, because 45 more 
kindergarten students have 
enrolled for classes at the Shaw- 
sheen School, administrators 
expect kindergarten enrollment 
at Bancroft and South elemen- 
tary schools to be down by about 
17 and 24 students respectively. 
Administrators actively recruit- 
ed students for the Shawsheen 
kindergarten through grade-two 
program to alleviate crowding at 
the other four elementary 
schools. 


Kindergarten enrollment at 
West Elementary and Sanborn 
Elementary School is expected to 
remain steady with perhaps 
three kindergarten students 
more or less at each school. 

First-grade enrollment at 
Shawsheen should remain the 
same and second-grade enroll- 
ment at the school is expected to 
increase by about eight students. 

Systemwide enrollment for 
the first grade is expected to 
drop by about 50 students, while 
enrollment in the town’s second- 
and third-grade classes is expect- 
ed to remain the same. Fourth- 
grade enrollment is expected to 
jump by about 34 students and 
fifth-grade enrollment should

grams at Boston College to 
become certified as a school 
business administrator, which is 
one of the job qualifications the 
committee approved at Tues- 
day's meeting. Other qualifica- 
tions and skills approved are 
excellent speaking and writing 
skills, including effective use of 
computers, technology and 
information management tools, 
and experience in business 
administration, preferably in 
the public sector. 

Committee approval was not 
unanimous for either position. 
Committee member Richard 
Muller and Chairwoman Susan 
Dalton disagreed with the major- 
ity of the committee two weeks 
ago, as to what skills should be 
stressed on the assistant super- 
intendent's job description. Mr. 
Muller also voted against the job 
description for the business 
manager at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. He said the School 
Committee and school adminis- 
tration should approve a re-orga- 
nization of the central office 
business department before any 


approval is given for the job 
description of a business manag- 
er. A re-organization of that 
department is planned, but not 
completed. 


“T think we have a very strong 
infrastructure and we are losing 
an opportunity to re-organize. 
We have people with expertise at 
the lower level. I'd like to see two 
people share the top (manage- 
ment positions) rather than 
three,” Mr. Muller said. 

Ms. Dalton said she is com- 
fortable with hiring a business 
manager because Superinten- 
dent McQuillan outlined, to her 
satisfaction, the need for the 
position. 


The deadline to volunteer for 
the assistant superintendent 
screening committee, which will 
get underway before the busi- 
ness manager screening commit- 
tee, is Friday, May 21. Anyone

increase by about 21 students. 

Enrollment projections indicate that the 
middle school population should grow by 
about a dozen students. Doherty Middle 
School’s sixth grade could drop by as many 
as 10 students, but the seventh and eighth 
grades could grow by as many as 31 and 15 
students respectively. 


The population at West Middle School is 
expected to drop by about 20 overall. Small 
decreases are expected in the school’s sev- 
enth and eighth grade, 19 and three respec- 
tively. The sixth grade at the school is 
expected to grow by about 23 students. 


Retirements 

The School Committee accepted retire- 
ment applications from six teachers whose 
combined tenure totals 138 years of service 
to the public school system. 

Bancroft Elementary School will say good- 
bye to three long-time teachers at the end of 
this school year. Fourth-grade teacher Liz 
Cahoon will retire after 26 years of teaching 
in town and third-grade teachers Mary Her- 
vol and Lucille Hopley will retire after 22 and 
21 years respectively. 


Three Andover High teachers also will 
retire. Social studies teacher John Curtin 
will retire after 28 years of teaching in 
Andover. Frances McCormick will retire 
after teaching art in the Andover schools for 
17 years, and Gerald Grasso, a science teach- 
er at the High School, will retire after 24 
years of teaching. For the past four years, 
Mr. Grasso has been on a leave of absence 
after becoming injured when he fell down a 
flight of stairs at the school. 


Renovations 

The committee approved $200,000 worth of 
renovation that are slated to be completed 
during the summer break. The renovations 
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include: $35,000 to replace windows, doors 
and carpeting at Shawsheen School; $25,000 
for parking-lot improvements at South and 
Bancroft elementary schools, at Shawsheen 
and at the High School; $50,000 to replace 
lockers at West Elementary School; $45,000 to 
remove asbestos systemwide; and $45,000 to 
make systemwide repairs to doors and alarm 
systems and to do some preventive mainte- 
nance, 


Superintendent evaluation 

The School Committee declared Superin- 
tendent Mark McQuillan’s overall job perfor- 
mance this school year to be “superior.” 
Committee member Susan Jenkins read a 
summary of the report at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. Dr. McQuillan was evaluated on 
how he met five goals he and the committee 
agreed to more than a year ago. 

The committee commended Dr. McQuil- 
lan for his successful efforts to develop closer 
working relationships between the public 
schools and members of the business and 
religious communities and parent groups. 
He also was praised for his leadership in 
gathering support for the $2.5 million bond 
article that passed at last year’s Town Meet- 
ing to fund renovations to school buildings.

We at the Townsman are very 
excited about our series, Andover 
for Teens, that begins with next 
week’s issue. We met with a panel of 
high school students and asked them: 
How is it going for you in Andover?

We put the panel together by net- 
working and we are impressed with 
the students — ninth-graders through 
seniors — who agreed to meet with us. 
They are a good mix of athletes, good 
students, less-serious students, party 
people, people with direction and 
grown-up goals, and more. 

They filled out questionnaires and 
then they talked with us, And talked, 
And talked. In fact, half way through 
the first session, one of the panelists 
addressed me, “Do you mind if I 
make a suggestion for the paper?” 

“Go right ahead,” I said. 

“You have too much sports and 
not enough of this kind of thing,” the 
student said; no longer shy: (The 


group was not shy. At all. It was very 
relaxed and outspoken. Tell kids you 
care about them, listen instead of 
telling or preaching, and there you 
are: ready to learn.) 

“What do you mean, ‘this kind of 
thing,’ ” I asked. 

“Talking like this,” the student 
said, 

“Yeah,” said another student. “We 
should do this kind of thing every 
week.” 

The Townsman staff is small, so 
we can’t manage a panel of students 
and adults every week, but we think 
we can and want to manage such an 
arrangement maybe once a month. 

We have learned a lot by getting 
ready for this series. One of the most 
valuable things we’ve learned, as far 
as I am concerned, is that kids here 
want to talk, that they are serious 
and mature, that they have excellent 
suggestions, and that they want to be 
with adults who will take them seri- 
ously, who will really listen to them 
and who will not preach to them. 

We believe that by talking with 
panels of students periodically on dif- 
ferent subjects we will help get 
across the message that kids are 
important, we want to hear what

Priorities for land 
purchase 

According to the 
ConsCom, the high- 
est priority is the 
land in the Haggetts 
Pond and Fish Brook 
watershed. That 
would benefit more 
than half the drink- 
ing water for the 
town. The town can 
go for as long as a 
year with Haggetts 
Pond water alone, 
said Mr. Pustell. 


The second 
preservation priori- 
ty is property bor- 
dering the 
Shawheeen and Mer- 
rimack rivers, to 
make it available 
and beautiful. An 
awful lot of debris 
came out of the 
Shawsheen River 
during the April 
townwide cleanup, 
said Mr. Pustell. 

The commission 
will look to purchase 
land that will bridge 
isolated parcels 
already set aside as 
open space. This will 
construct greenbelts 
in the town. 

A fourth priority 
is the purchase of 
land in selected parts 


of the community. 
The ConsCom wants 
to make sure there is 
open space in all 
parts of town, espe- 
cially the crowded 
areas. 


New legal 
requirements for 
land purchases 

The state has set 
up a new procedure 
for purchasing pub- 
lic land, according to 
Mr. Pustell. After an 
oral agreement has 
been reached with 
the land owner, the 
commission must 
publicly register the 
land with the state. 
After 30 days, the 
deal may be closed in 
a binding fashion. 
The intent of the new 
regulation is to pre- 
vent secret arrange- 
ments. It will take 
longer to finalize 
agreements. 

“There has never 
been the slightest 
sign of a problem ‘in 
Andover,” he said. 


Public statement 
When the legal 
language has been 
worked out, the Con- 
scom will publicly 
advertise to pur- 
chase parcels of land 
in town within the 
required guidelines. 
“We have been 
quite successful 
waiting for people to 
come to us. There 
are an awful lot of 
homeowners in town 
who have large 
parcels who would 
like their land to 
remain open space. 


If someone is devel- 
oping and setting 
aside land, we will 
encourage the devel- 
oper to deed it over. 
If it is deeded to any- 
one than the town, 
the law requires that 
the town receive a 
conservation ease- 
ment from the orga- 
nization,” said Mr. 
Pustell.

“When someone 
builds, the concept is

The ConsCom 
doesn’t want to

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How does one ‘compost’? 
It’s easier than it seems 


As the need for composting grows, 
so, too, does the development of new 
products designed to make compost- 
ing a quick and easy process for home- 
owners. 

Though people the world over have 
been composting for years, Americans 
have only recently begun to realize 
the environmental importance of 
recycling unwanted yard waste and 
putting compost to use in their gar- 
dens and planting beds as a nutrient- 
filled, natural fertilizer. 

Those who still think that compost- 
ing is difficult, too time consuming 
and believe that decaying material 
generates a disturbing odor may be 
surprised to learn that none of these 
supposed drawbacks of composting 
are really true. In fact, say the experts 
at Flowtron Outdoor Products, a 
major manufacturer of chipping, 
shredding and composting products, 
done properly, composting can be fun, 
fast and nearly odorless. 

Perhaps it is best to begin any com- 
posting primer with the answer to the 
question, what is compost? Actually, 
it is a natural “humus” that results 
from the decomposition of leaves, 
grass clippings, wood chips, twigs and 
other organic matter. Kitchen scraps 
like fruit and vegetable peels and even 
egg shells and coffee grinds can be 
recycled into humus. Do not try to 
compost grease or bones or meat 
scraps. Not only will they slow down 
the composting process and create 


undesirable odors, but such materials 
can attract insects and unwanted 
wildlife, including raccoons and 
squirrels, on the prowl for an easy 
evenings meal. 

The final product is loaded with 
nutrients and nitrogen, elements vital 
to the growth of all plant life. Even 
better, compost added to the yard now 
can help replenish the soil with nutri- 


ents normally lost during the growing’ 


season. This is especially true for the 
soil in vegetable beds. Compost can 
also help prepare the soil for the rig- 
ors of the forthcoming winter, as it 
helps maintain soil moisture and 
warmth, enhances root growth, 
enables sandy, light soil to hold more 
water and makes clay-caked soil more 
porous. 


How do I compost? 

Begin by finding a well-drained site 
away from direct sun. Though many 
homeowners who compost use a plas- 
tic bag or build a ring around a pile 
with chicken wire or fencing, compost 
bins make the task far easier. A pitch- 
fork or aerator tool can be used to lit- 
erally turn the pile. Turning the pile 
every two to seven days allows for 
easy removal of finished humus and 
the adding of more shredded green 
and dry materials. 

The goal is to create a mixture that 
is four parts carbon-based plant mate-

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No one loves a cockroach, or so the 
saying goes. More specifically, no one 
likes finding a cockroach at home. But 
cockroaches, ants, fleas, earwigs, sil- 
verfish and other bugs have plagued 
American homes, both urban and 
rural, since the beginning of time. And 
it seems as if the only safe, non-toxic 
way to kill these creatures is to take 
them out, one by one, with a rolled-up 
newspaper. 

Not so. There are many new, and 
some old, products on the market that 
effectively control insects without 
upsetting your health or the environ- 
ment. And though most of these non- 
toxic, environmentally-sensitive prod- 
ucts are readily available, Americans 
are still spending more than $1 billion 
dollars each year on hazardous house- 
hold pesticides. 

Three of the most common and most 
dangerous household pollutants are 
aerosol and mist bug sprays, moth 
balls and flea collars. If you think you 
can’t survive without these products, 
you're wrong. There are simple, safe 
and effective replacements for each. 

Millions of Americans buy and use 
aerosol and mist bug sprays each year. 
What they don’t realize is that these 
sprays can be almost as dangerous to

pets and humans, especially children, 
as they are to insects.

For example, it can be dusted around 
the house or building foundation and 
in common gathering areas such as 
around a picnic table. 

If you see a bug, you can still grab 
the trusted rolled-up newspaper and 
swat it or you can dust it directly and it 
will carry the powder back to its nest- 
ing area for other bugs to enjoy. After 
exposure by eating or walking across 
the Insectigone Crawling Insect Killer, 
insects dry up and die within 48 hours.

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end of the century a barn was behind 
the house as seen on the town’s 1906 
atlas.

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Put that mulch to use in the yard: plants, piggybank benefit 


Concern over the rising cost of elim- 
inating yard waste has helped reveal 
the secret to cost-effectively maintain- 
ing a healthy, beautiful landscape: 
transforming unwanted leaves, grass 
clippings and other yard debris into 
mulch, Now, homeowners can easily 
minimize their waste disposal needs 
while employing one of nature’s most 
precious gifts. 

Our country’s landfills are steadily 
reaching full capacity. In fact, an esti- 
mated one-third of our landfills will be 
topped off within the next five to seven 
years. To encourage more environmen- 
tally-responsible behavior, many 
municipalities are charging anywhere 
from 50 cents to $3 per bag for trash 
removal and they often charge for the 
actual bag as well. 

Therefore, as the crisp, vibrant col- 


ors of autumn become scattered mass- 
es of unwelcome brown leaves in the 
yard, homeowners face even greater 
difficulties as they embark upon their 
annual struggle to affordably do away 
with their yard debris.

rial, such as leaves and wood chips, to 
one part nitrogen-based material, such 
as vegetable peels and grass clippings. 
A chipper/shredder can be used to 
reduce leaves and branches down to 
mulch which can be added to the pile. 
The addition of shredded materials will 
result in an increase of surface area on 
which the microorganisms that break 
down the material can feed. 

Layering the pile and watering each 
layer as it is completed will ensure a 


rich, healthy humus. A compost 
enhancer will provide the nitrogen and 
organic proteins needed to speed up the 
decomposition process. 

In as little as four to six weeks, fin- 
ished compost can be added to plant 
and vegetable beds as an excellent nat- 
ural fertilizer, thereby saving home- 
owners the expense of purchasing fer- 
tilizer. 

Perhaps more importantly, recy- 
cling yard waste at home is one sure 
way to help relieve the growing prob- 
lem of overburdened landfills.

deserved reputation as a gardening 
lifesaver. Plants that would have ordi- 
narily perished now survive, eliminat- 
ing the need for expensive replacement 
seedlings. 

Mulched plants retain moisture well 
and often require little, if any, addi- 
tional watering other than that provid- 
ed by natural rainfall. This translates 
into lower water bills for the money- 
conscious homeowner; not to mention, 
in this era of heightened environmen- 
tal awareness, the conservation of a 
natural resource. 

Not only does mulch protect plants 
from dry spells by helping the soil 
retain moisture, it cushions plants 
through all types of harsh weather. 
Mulch prevents the soil evaporation 
that commonly results from exposure 
to gusty winds or strong sun, while 
shielding soil from the pelting effects of 
heavy rains. 


Mulch also helps to keep soil rela- 
tively warm throughout the colder 
winter months. Although it cannot pre- 
vent the ground from freezing, it will 
help protect the delicate roots of peren- 
nial plants and trees. Mulch can even 
extend a plant’s growing season by a 
few weeks. 

Weeds spell trouble for all well-kept 
grounds. While competing with plants 
for important nutrients and moisture, 
they lend an image of shabbiness and 
neglect to a homeowner’s property. 
Mulch often prevents the appearance 
of these irritating garden pests alto- 
gether, On the rare occasion that a few 
weeds do pop up, they tend to be weak 
and gangly and are easily removed by 
hand.

into oblivion. 

Some animal experts also recom- 
mend adding brewer’s yeast or garlic 
to your pet’s food. For reasons 
unknown, fleas hate it.

home, use what is left of them respon- 
sibly, then dispose of them carefully 
and according to label directions.

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How to select a 
jumbo mortgage lender

Since affluent homeowners and

4, What type of reputation does the 
institution have? 

Integrity and reliability are vital.

5. Does the lender offer a full line of 
loan products? 

Choice is important. Look for a 
lender who can offer you options of 
loan types and terms, such as fixed 
and adjustable rates, balloon payment 
features, 15- and 30-year terms and the 
like.

The amount of insur- 
ance required should correspond to 
the structural value only. Insuring the 
land as well can add considerably to 
your costs when purchasing an expen- 
sive property. On the other hand, if 
you are borrowing a relatively small 
amount, be sure you have enough 
insurance to cover the home’s full val- 
ue.

Replacing glass isn’t easy, but here 
are the steps and tools you will need. 

Purchase the needed pane at a hard- 
ware or glass store, where it can be cut 
to size. When measuring the dimen- 
sions of the window opening, deduct Xs 
of an inch from the length and width. 
The pane must be slightly smaller than 
the opening. 

Wear gloves when removing the old 
glass. Take out as much as you can, but 
do not force any piece that resists. It 
will come out when the old putty is 
removed. The old putty usually will 
yield easily to scraping. Sometimes it 
may have to be softened with a solder- 
ing iron. 

If the pane is held in place with 
glazier’s points, remove them. Flip 
them out with the blade of a screwdriv- 
er or pull them out with pliers. Old 
points can be used again, but you may

The word ‘rose’ 


According to the experts at Grace- 
Sierra Horticultural Products Co., 
there are three secrets to growing 
thriving roses. First, purchase only 
top-quality bushes in either contain- 
ers or bare-root format. Second, be 
sure to plant roses in a sun-rich area 
where the drainage is good. Third, 
apply a balanced, time-release plant 
food, such as Once“, which provides 
the major nutrients (nitrogen, phos- 
phorous and potassium) and vital 
minor elements needed for a quick 
start and sustained vigorous growth 
for the entire growing season. 

Roses are available in a great many 
shapes and sizes, one of which will be 
right for you and your yard, What is 
the right rose plant for your garden? 
That depends. There are many books 
available on the subject or you can 
ask for help from the staff at your 
local lawn and garden retailer or 
nursery. 

Whatever your choice of rose type 
and variety, the most important ele- 
ment in growing it successfully is 
planting the bush properly. Start by 
selecting a planting site that receives 
at least six hours of sunlight daily and 
provides adequate air circulation and 
water drainage. Do not plant roses 
near trees or other very large plants, 
as they will battle for available mois- 
ture, with the roses quite likely losing 
the fight. 

Rose bushes are sold either in con- 
tainers or bare root. Bare-root roses 
should be put into the ground as soon 
as possible after purchase. If a bare- 
root bush can’t be planted immediate- 
ly; keep the plant*in' its "wrapping and

store it in a cool, airy place until you 
are ready. Container rose plants sim 
ply need to be kept moist, but can be 
planted at any time. 

The key to good soil is aeration, 
which allows for the free flow of air 
and water while giving plant roots the 
chance to reach deep and wide into 
the ground. Work coarse builder’s 
sand and organic matter, such as com- 
post or sphagnum peat moss, into the 
soil to a depth of 18 inches, turning the 
soil over several times to ensure that 
the materials are spread well. 

When you are ready to plant, dig 
the planting hole 14-feet deep and two- 
feet wide. To plant bare-root roses, 
create a firm mound or cone in the 
hole’s middle. After removing the 
plant’s wrapping, spread open its 
roots, pruning away any that are bro- 
ken, then place them over the cone 
and cover with soil. The bud union 
(the knob where roots meet branches) 
should be planted one to two inches 
below the ground in areas of the coun- 
try where it snows. In warmer cli- 
mates, it should be placed at one inch 
above the soil line. Water immediate- 
ly. The process for planting container 
roses is essentially the same. Howev- 
er, there is no need to build a cone of 
soil. Simply place the rose in the hole 
at the level at which it was in the con- 
tainer. The container should be 
removed before planting. 

To ensure that roses grow vigorous- 
ly, keep soil moist but not soggy, par- 
ticularly on the days immediately 
after planting. Also, a time-release 
plant food will deliver vital nutrients 
to the’roots'as neededier eee rwe ees
